Why d i
Uncle Bam make such a treaty 7 What was it
intended to bring about?  Merchants down

town, having mercantile intercsts in San Do-
mingo, became puzzled over the matter, and
many an extra “brandy cocktail,” with partaga
attnched, was indulged In over the subject,
From the N, Y. World of this teriing.

In a day or two 86, Domingo will doubtless be
occupled by United States troops. The sailing o
the man=ol=-war Albany for that place on Wed-

poesdoy has erentod inlense excitement nmong
the Cobins and sympathizors  with  the
Npanigh  cunse in in this city. By
the Cnbang the fact is nccepted as an Indieation

of 0 definite policy of the United States Gove-
ormment in favor of the rovolution, The Spi-
ninrds in the city and their sympatliizers con-
strue the matter in apothar way, but are in
doubit as to the exact meaning of the movemant,
They would like to consider it a movemont de-
signad to ald in suppressing the rebellion, but,
knowing the American sentiment on the sub-
ject to well as they do, they are much in doubt
a8 to whether It means friendship or hostility to
the Spanish Government,
Bound for St. Dominge.

The Albany left this port on Weilnesday.
Captain Balch commanding., She took ont 1000
tons of ammunition, field pieces, guns for fortif-
cations, rifles, and other warllke Implements,
The fact of a regular United States man-of-war,
under the charge of United States naval oflleers,
leaving for 8t. Domingo was something which
naturally excited decp interest in the public
mind. he question “*'what does it all monn?"”
was agked by disinterested parties, and even (he
old “Yorker element,” thnt seldom cares about
affalrs beyond the shores of Manhattan I=land,
began to grow disturbed and to Inquire, “*What
In the deunce Is Uncle Sam going to do now:",

Doen It Menn Ald to Cubn ¢

Finally, by rome it was concluded that the
destination of the man-of-war Albhany was St
Domingo, and that the expedition meant assists
ance to Cuba. Maps were overhanled, and it
was believed that the Albany would proceed
direct {o 8t. Domingo, land Immediately oppo-
site Cape Major, and there, forty or fitty miles
from Cuba, establish a base of supplies to be
need in aiding the Coban revolutionists In thelr
war {or independenco,

Doubt and Confusion.

Thore were some, however, who believed the
expedition was hoimd for Havil for the purpose
of recognizing the revolutionfsts of that country,
and regards Lht-.m as Lelligerents, Amid all this
doubt and confusion of opinion or specalation
on the snbject, it was pretly authentically re-
ported that the troops taken out by the .\Ifmn_\',
on reaching 8, Domingo, would land on terri-
tory belonging to the United States, inasmuch
as a portion of that territory has been ceded to
this Government, and then the object of the ex-
pedition was Lo tuke possession of the nowly
acquired lnnd, and plaot in its soil a stafl from
which the stars and stripes should evermore
teat,

Important Detalls.

The Tortugas will be the first landing place of
the Altany. There the steamer will take on
board 500 United States soldiors. The expedi-
tion i8 accompanied by three United States Com-
missioners, who were specinlly gent from Wash-
qutmn. and who, it I8 understood, are Investod
with power to practically conclude the treaty by
taking possession of the ceded territory. Only
a few weeks since, Lientonant Colonel Babeock,
formerly of General Grant's staff, accompanied
by Senator Cole, of Californla, visited St Do-
mingo on & secret mission, and it is belioved
that the cession of o portion of the Islund has
been the result of that mission,

The Albany carrles 250 officers and erew, one
company of marines, and ahont forty guns, The
Miontonomah and the Nanotic have received
orders to join the Weest Indin squadron, and thi
fact, joined to those already stated, seem Lo in
dieate some Imporiant movement by the Unived
States Government in Its relation to Caba,

Another Account ef the Salling.
Fron the N, Y. Herald.

On Wednesday forenoon the United Statos
frigate Albany, forty guns, sailed from this port
with a full complement of offlcers and crow,
commanded by Cuptain Baleh, under sealed
orders, The Albany bhad been speedily puot in
commisslon, and provided with the necessary
ftorgs and supplies, by orders from the Nuvy
Department, urging the utmost alaerity. This
fact in itself was nothing strange, for similar
orders commanding hesteand apead in the diting
out of war vessels [or sen nre no ravity in our
naval serviee. But what was Indecd remarkable
econsisted In the fact that on board the Albany
were phaced one thousand tons of heavy gung,
ammunition, aad small arms, the heavy ord-
nance belng exclusively adaptod to coast defense
* or forts.

A still farther eciren  nsuce to awaken the
curiogity of all who know suything of tho matter
was that the Albany on ‘Tucsday evening leit
the Nuvy Yard, steamed slowly down the East
river, and eamwe to auchor off the battery, whore
the lay all night, Early In the moralng and
before sunrise, and within a hall hour after the
arrival of the train from Washington at the
Jeriey Clty depot, three gentlemen, not over-
burdened with bagrace, were observed to make
their way to the United States Barge Oflice,
whore a vawl from the Albany was evidently in
waiting for their arrival, and Immediately con-
veyed them to the frigate. No sopner had they
#et foot on dock when anchors wore weighed;
the splendid vessel turncd ber prow towards tho
Narrows and steamed off,
